Conservation Corps believes the 
CCC should be m ade p e r m a n e n t 
because the needs of r efo re s ta ­ 
tion, wildlife resto ration and park 
im provem ents are at least a 30- 
y ea rs ’ job. 
McEntee declared the CCC faces 
a 
challenge 
in 
m eeting 
those 
needs outside of d e m a n d s which 
will be made by the defense pro­ 
gram. 
A lthough 
defense 
n erd s may 
modify th** work p ro g ra m , M cEn­ 
tee said CCC work in the future 
should concentrate on refo re s ta­ 
tion, forest im provem ent, forest 
protection, 
soil 
erosion preven­ 
tion. flood control, wildlife res­ 
toration, 
public 
ra n g e develop­ 
m ent 
and 
outdoor 
recreation 
( p a r k s ). 
“ My desk,” he said, “ is piled 
high 
with 
requests from com ­ 
munities 
for 
location of camps. 
The w o rk s projects proposed in 
o u r fields, forests, wildlife refu­ 
ges and parks would 
keep 
the 
Corps of the present size occupied 
for from 3n to 50 years. 
From 
a n o t h e r angle, each y e a r sees a n ­ 
o th e r 
crop 
of yo u th s reaching 
young manhood and a large per­ 
ce n ta g e of them u n ab le to find 
jobs, either because of employ­ 
m e n t lag or because of th e ir own 
inexperience. 
Until such times as 
the se youths can he absorbed in 
p rivate industry, business and ag ­ 
riculture, I believe th ere is justi­ 
fication 
for 
continuanc e of the 
CCC. 
I believe it should be made 
p e r m a n e n t .” 
M cEntee said th e CCC faces a 
n ew 
objective-—national defense 
— as it “ marches fo rw ard in its 
needs it 
m u st fill on the purely domestic 
front. 
“ As fast as th e needs of indus­ 
try and the national defense de­ 
p a rtm e n ts are m ade known, the 
corps will modify its p rese n t pro­ 
gram to comply to the lim it of its 
ability,” 
he 
said, 
“ If ind u stry 
w an ts men with special m e ch a n i­ 
cal training in cither the a u t o m o ­ 
tive or aviation fields, th e corps 
is prepare d to train them. 
“ If 
th e 
national defense de­ 
p a rtm en t 
wants 
specialists 
in 
such fields 
as 
co m m unications 
and operation, m a in te n an c e and 
rep a ir of mechanized or a u t o m o ­ 
tive equipment, 
t h e 
corps 
will 
train men in these fields. In short, 
it 
will 
he a huge reservoir of 
tr ained m an-pow er upon which in­ 
d ustry and the natio n al defense 
services can draw .” 
As far as can he foreseen now. 
he added, addition of “ national 
defense tasks will n o t m aterially 
interfere with the ad v a n c e m e n t of 
tile corps conservation p ro g ra m ." 
Training I>i%«*r-lt> Stressed 
“ T h e r e 
are 
m a n y 
fields 
in 
which for seven years it has been 
contributing to national defense,” 
he continued. “ It teaches men to 
build 
roads, 
sto ne an d wooden 
structures, to opera te su rveying 
in strum ents, to build bridges and 
dams, and to do a host of other 
things of the type done by engi­ 
neer troops in time of war. 
“ The goal of every youth who 
enters the CTC is a jo b ,” McEntee 
continued. “ Our p r o g ra m is cen­ 
tered around th e idea of m ak in g 
each youth capable of getting e m ­ 
ployment. 
The entire p at te r n of 
camp life is directed tow ard the 
end of helping the boy find a use­ 
ful place in society w h ere he can 
u n his own living. 
It can and 
should take ad vanta ge of its u n ­ 
usual opportunities to teach these 
youths how to w ork, with hand 
and brain, how to use tools and 
equipment available in th e camps. 
It should teach th e m a sense of 
responsibility 
for 
doing 
good 
work, perm anent, lasting work — 
and 
above 
all, it should teach 
them to do an honest d a y ’s work. 
“ In 
this 
critical period,” he 
emphasized. 
“ I 
feel 
the corps 
should 
emphasize 
its 
training 
especially with regard to m e ch a n ­ 
ized units of all types.” 
Start Worn Scratch 
“ In preparing w ork jirograms.” 
McEntee said, “ it m ust he re m e m ­ 
bered that the new men who en ­ 
te r the corps each year are large­ 
ly young, raw, u n tra i n e d youths 
— unskilled, hut malleable in th e 
hands 
of 
com petent cam p offi­ 
cials. educational advisers, p ro j­ 
ect superintendents, and foremen. 
“ The corps is constantly teach­ 
ing new men how to work, for its 
best men are always leaving to 
take jobs for which their corps 
work 
has qualified 
them. 
The 
corps is one of th e few in stitu­ 
tions in the country which is con­ 
stantly 
trying 
to get rid of its 
best men.

H unters can play safe 
by clipping and carrying the chart 
which has been prepared with tile 
official aid of the United States 
w e a th e r bureau. 
H u n te r s will note that the time 
chart as shown lists sunrise time 
in E astern S tandard time. 
By 
October I the 
upper 
peninsula 
will he on Central S tandard time, 
so one h o u r should be subtracted 
from each figure. 
F o r example, Little Ray de Nor 
h u n te rs will take their shooting 
tim e from the sunrise time on the 
87th meridian, which is the near­
